8. (Currently Amended) A process for preparing a copper phthalocyanine 
pigment preparation as claimed in claim 1 , comprising the steps of finely dividing a 
crude copper phthalocyanine pigment by dry grinding or salt kneading to form a 
preplgment and subjecting the prepigment to a finish treatment in a mixture of water 
and an organic solvent at alkaline pH, at nlnvntfifi a temperatur e from 50 to 250^C 
and i n thn prc » £sonQ o of at addind the least one pigment dispersan t from solectod 
from the group conoioting of ooppor phthalocyaninooutfonio Qo i do ond copper 
phthalooyoninoeulfonlo OQ l to > 

9. (Cun^ntly Amended) A pigmented high molecular weight organic material 
comprising a copper phthalocyanine pigment preparation as claimed in claim 1^ 
wherein the hioh molecular weioht material is selected from th e group consisting of 
plastics, resins, vamishes. paints, eiectrophotoaraDhic toners , electrophotographic 
developers, electret materials, color filters, inks, and seed> 

10. (Currently Amended) A high molecular weight organic material containing 
0.05% to 30% by weight of a copper phthalocyanine pigment preparation as claimed 
in claim 1 , wherein the high molecular weight material is sel ected from the group 
consisting of plastics, resins, vamishes. pa ints, electrophotographic toners. 
electrophotographic developers, electret materials.' color filters. Inks, and seed. 

11. (Previously Presented) The copper phthalocyanine pigment preparation as 
claimed In claim 5, wherein the copper phthalocyanlne radical (s chlorine free. 

12. (CunBntly Amended) The copper phthalocyanlne pigment preparation as 
claimed In claim 1. containing 0.5% to 20% by weight based on the weight of the 
copper phthalocyanine pigment, of the a t least one pigment dioporoont oolootod from 
t he group of roppof phthnfnnynninnQulfQniQ Qoida and oo l to thoroo f dispersant .

14. (Currentfy Amended) The pigmented high molecular weight organic material 
as claim in claim 43^, wherein the ink is a printing ink. 

15. (New) The pigmented high molecular weight organic material as daim In 
claim 10, wherein the Ink is a printing ink.
